We are sotfty to see it called 
the Missouri “Asylum.” The Report 
covers a period of two years, and says 
that the Institution was never in a more 
flourishing condition. An appropriation 
of $25,000 from the State is solicited to 
enable additional buildings to be erected. 
Articulation is being introduced. The 
total number of pupils in attendance is 
146, and there are 7 teachers. The 
expenditures for two years have been 
$54,869.13. 

The Superintendent of the Louisiana 
Institution says in his Report, just^ut: 
“We have a fine building—one of the 
best in the country. There are 58 pupils 
in attendance, under tffe instruction of 
3 teachers. An appropriation of $10,000 
is asked to meet the debts of the In¬ 
stitution, and some anxiety is felt about 
the financial condition of the State, but 
no fears are entertained. The expendi¬ 
tures of the Institution for 1872 have 
been $11,783.88, The Report is printed 
at the Institution, and, as a specimen of 
deaf-mute labor, is certainly very fine. 

The Minnesota Institution Report is 
out. There are 66 pupils and 4 teachers.

Such persons deserve 
severe punishment at the liands of the 
law, but we hope all mutes wlio are pos¬ 
sessed of proper mental faculties wili 
understand that if they do wrong, either 
as aids or principals, that the law wili 
hold them personally responsible for all 
illegal acts. 

The following is condensed from the 
annual report of the Supt. of the State 
Lunatic Asylum for Insane Criminals at 
Auburn, N. Y. : 

“Levi Bodine, from Ulster county, 
aged 25 years, is a deaf-mute, born of a 
negro mother. He was reared in the 
county alms-house, entirely excluded 
from any kind oi‘ useful education ; a 
servant ‘in the family of a weal!by 
farmer ; untaught a to rights and du¬ 
ties, etc. lie became enraged at the loan 
to a neighbor of -x yoke of pet oxen 
which he supposed he had the right to 
control, and, exasperated by blows instead 
of rational signs, he deliberately killed his 
master, cleaving‘his skull with an axe. 
Though a deaf-mute, he is an unusually 
bright lad, quick to learn, but of violent 
temper. No attempt had ever been made 
to open to his locked senses any knowl¬ 
edge of God and His laws.” 

We suppose if the above mute had 
been sent to the New York Institution 
to be educated, he would not have com¬ 
mitted the horrible deed. 

There is said to be a deaf and dumb 
man near Pomfret Hills, in Connecticut, 
who for thirty years (that is, ever singe 
he was born) has lived on milk alone, 
although when not at meals he inces¬ 
santly chews rags ; he is nevertheless 
hearty and robust. He never lias a good 
night’s sleep except on Saturday and 
Sunday nights. He passes most of his 
time in a swing, and his mother takes 
care of him almost as if he were a babe. 
A person who has observed him makes 
the following stunning remarks, which 
prove, both as to subject and object, that 
there are depths in the shallowest nature 
which even the poet,, all-seeing though 
he may pretend to be, can never fathom. 
This observer says: “What meaneth 
such a mind as this ! To wake and sleep, 
to draw the breath, to take a pint of 
milk. The sun goes round, the seasons 
change, but naught of this knows he. 
Nations arise and nations fall—’tis the 
same to him. One dreary round, forever 
blank. Will death improve his state ? 
The bird that flies, the fish that swims, 
has better life than this.” This should 
be sot to music by some soulful composer 
as “Le Reve du Cretin.” 

A gallant brigadier once made a visit 
to a Deaf and Dumb Institution, and was 
so much delighted with the inmates that 
he sent his band over the same evening 
to serenade them. The fact becoming 
known, he was importuned to invite the 
inmates of the Blind Asylum to see his 
next parade. 

During our civil war, a deaf-mute, 
named Hardy, about twenty-five years 
of age, was arrested in Gen. Sherman’s 
camp as a spy. Ho was very observing 
and inquisitive and suspicions were at 
once aroused. He was brought to the 
city and placed in custody. He professed 
to reside in Russellville, N. Y., and was 
to visit friends in Liber- 
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tion is doing well. Expenditures, $24,- 
861.38 

The Fifth Annual Report of the 
Clarke Institution for Deaf-Mutes at 
Northampton, Mass., is out. This is an 
Articulation Institution. The principal, 
Miss H. B. Rogers, has visited Europe, 
and obtained important information of 
the existing methods of teaching Articu¬ 
lation in Germany, Holland and England. 
Mr. Bell, of Visible Speech renown, has 
spent much time at this Institution, and 
the Committee know no “good reason 
why his system should not be a success.” 
There are 45 pupils in the Institution, 
and 6 teachers, averaging 7 pupils to a 
class. Like the Articulation School in 
New York, the teachers are all ladies. 
Expenditures for year, $17,043.72. 

The Report of the North Carolina In¬ 
stitution is printed by the pupils, and is 
very well done. An appropriation from 
the State of $45,000 is asked. The 
Institution is doing well; number of 
pupils, 119, and of teachers, S, Ex¬ 
penditures, $40,954.30. 

The Kansas “Asylum” for the Deaf 
and Dumb, at Olathe, lias 48 pupils and 
4 teachers. An appropriation of $19,500 
is solicited, and anew building is wanted. 
Expenditures for year, $13,912.64. An 
historical sketch is found in the Report.

Mr. F. A. Rising, as stated in our col¬ 
umns some time ago, has resigned his 
position as Principal of the Institution 
for Improved Instruction of Deaf-Mutes, 
N. Y. City. His successor is a Mr. 
Greenburger of Chicago. He had a school 
of articulation in that city before the great 
fire. 

“Howard Glyndon”, a semi-mute au¬ 
thor and writer, has said recently, in one 
of her newspaper articles, that the deaf 
and dumb live in a silent world ; that 
they are surrounded by silence; but are 
not silent themselves. For ourselves, we 
can hardly admit that we live in a silent 
world; folks who can hear repeatedly tell 
us that there is noise enough around us, 
and we surmise that if Howard Glyndon 
should recover her faculty of hearing, she 
would soon learn that she was surrounded 
by something more than silence. As to 
being silent oui’selves, of coui’se we are 
not a bit of that. 

Down in Virginia, a deaf-mute negro 
was arrested for some offense or another. 
At hi3 trial he was defended by another 
mute who had some smattering of legal 
lore, and we are happy to relate that this 
mute counsel succeeded in clearing him. 
He wasn’t a graduate of the Nat. Deaf- 
Mute College either. 

A New-IIaven lady, who has been 
dumb for two months past, was frighten¬ 
ed into distinct utterance, a short time 
since, by the sudden and silent approach 
of a member of her family while she was 
ransacking the attic of her house. 

Mr. G. Hicks says that on Sunday 
morning, Marcli 16th, Mr. Wm H. 
Myers’ house in Brooklyn escaped a bur¬ 
glar’s visit owing to a stick fastening 
between the top of the lower sash and the 
top of the window frame in the basement.

No one can read the Bible without 
seeing that the Church and the world are 
marked off with well-defined distinctness;

The world is entering 
the Church, and the Church is entering 
the world ; and so the religion of the Son 
of God has become an exceedingly elastic 
and accommodating form of life. That 
the world should love dancing, as well as 
a great many other things of a kindred 
nature, is quite in harmony with its 
spirit. In fact, danciDg may be called 
the world’s great amusement, which for 
ages it has praised and practiced ; and 
the best that can be said in its favor is, 
that “it is a very polite way of serving 
the devil.” The world, viewed as the 
opposing power of God and Christianity, 
has certain claimed rights of its own. 
These claimed rights are card-playing, 
horse-racing, circus-going, attendance at 
balls and theatres, wine-drinking, and a 
Sabbath that is quite free and easy. The 
Church has different rights; quite differ¬ 
ent ; just as different as light is from 
darkness. The rights of the Church are 
communion with God; constant prepara¬ 
tion for eternity; faith, hope and love; 
self-control; . inflexible attachment to 
duty; separation from the world ; mak¬ 
ing religion the chief thing ; a holy Sab¬ 
bath. Says Albert Barnes, speaking to 
professing Christians : “You are not to 
regulate your feelings and views, your 
apparel and manner of living ; your con¬ 
versation and deportment, with a view of 
leading the world in their own ways of 
vanity, pleasure and ambition. You.are 
not to seek to be distinguished in the 
manner in which they seek to be dis¬ 
tinguished, and for which alone they live. 
The people of the world are tending to 
a different destiny from the Christian. It 
matters little in what way they go,— 
whether through the ball-room, the thea¬ 
tre, or any other scene of vice and sin,— 
they are going to their own home ; and 
it is a sad procession, however gay or 
gorgeous, when a Christian moves at the 
head of the thoughtless throng that is 
sporting down to hell. Glad would they 
be that every Christian should be like 
themselves. But well do they know that 
religion demands a difference, a great dif¬ 
ference, and well do they understand 
that this difference should be manifest in 
the life. And never do they utter senti¬ 
ments more worthy of the attention of 
Christians than when they denounce us 
fools or hypocrites for conformity to their 
own senseless and vain opinions about the 
scenes of gayety and ambition,—about 
the theatre, and the ball-room, and the 
trifles by which they contrive to amuse 
themselves in the brief summer-sun in 
which they are now moving to a world of 
woe. Christians have a better inherit¬ 
ance ; and much and well do the men of 
this world marvel that they find their 
pleasure in their scenes of sravetv and 
folly.” ~ 

These are sensible words by one who 
is held in honor by the whole Christian 
Church. If anything is calculated to ar¬ 
rest our religious triflers, our religious 
dancers, it is the fact that the holiest men 
andjwomen are against them. Whom shall 
I follow, if not the wise and good 1 Is it 
not a strong probability that a professor 
of religion is wrong when he or she fol¬ 
lows the entire world of tbe ungodly, and 
rejects the purest and noblest part of the 
Christian Church ? Would anyone sup¬ 
pose that the prince of all evil is opposed 
to the dancing mania of the time ? Is it 
i not to him a matter of joy that the 
Church is sinking down and joining 
hands with the world 1 ? Then, on the 
other hand, will any one say, any one 
venture to say, that the Lord Jesus Christ 
is highly delighted with the adoption of 
dancing by his followers ? Will any per¬ 
son, who knows what he is about, affirm 
that Christ and the devil are now agreed ? 
The truth of the matter is, it only wants 
a moment’s thought to settle the whole 
thing. Let the heart be right, and in an 
instant dancing is condemned. The 
Christian experience is a new and holy 
experience, and there is not the least 
taste for any of the pleasures and amuse¬ 
ments of the world. That an unconvert¬ 
ed person who has joined the church 
should want to dance, is quite natural; 
but that a man who is born of God, with 
his sweet relish of divine things, that he 
should care about dancing, is simply a 
moral contradiction.
